ROAD BUILDING 
TO BEGIN SOON 


Great 
Activity 
On P a rt of State 


Highway Commission Will Be 


Displayed Middle of Month

National 
Road Will Be Repaired In 


Several Places An d M any Miles 


Elsewhere Will Be Built 


Indianapolis, Ind., April 5.—With 
about 40 miles of roads under con- 
traef for rigid type pavement, and 
approximately 50 miles advertised 
for eon tract letting on April 18, the 
forces of the state highway commis­ 
sion Will launch a campaign of great 
activity in road building about the 
middle of April, it was announced 
today by Lawrence Lyons, depart­ 
ment director. 
( ’. Gray, chief engineer of the de­ 
partment, pointed out that the 40 odd 
miles representing four gaps in the 
National road put under 
contract 
several weeks ago at approximately 
$1,000,000. will he built at 
about 
$8,500. a mile cheaper than was pos­ 
sible last year. TL stated that last 
year the com* .ission concluded mile­ 
age contracted when prices for labor, 
materials and freight haulage were 
that time cost approximately $30,500 
a mile. The commission this year 
succeeded in reducing the cost to 
approximately $27,500 a mile on con­ 
tracts recently awarded for concrete 
pavement on the National road. Ac­ 
cording to iftr. Gray this figure repre­ 
sents a reduction of something like 
15 per cent, under the engineer’s 
estimates, or a saving of over $1S,- 
000 on the four contracts, compared 
to engineer’s figures. This saving n- 
tone will permit the commission to 
build approximately seven miles more 
road this year for the same amount 
of 
money as 
compared with last 
year, he says. 
The construction department has 
started work at grading and building 
structures under 20-feet span on the 
Meridian, from Brazil to Terre Ilautc 
Bridgeport to Style-ville, and from 
Greenfield to Dublin. 
According to Mr. Lyons pavement 
laying will start about April 15 to 20 
The 
first project on the 
National 
road to 
l>e completed will he 
the 
Brazil to Terre llaute job. All p ro­ 
jects on this road to lie completed 
will he finished and the sections op­ 
ened to traffic not later than Decem­ 
ber 1. 
• For the first time in its history the 
commission with the forces of the 
construction 
department, 
will this 
year build seven miles ot Federal aid 
road. This project is between Hun- 
tingburg and Dalet, and the pave­ 
ment will consist of seven inch water 
-bound macadam hade over which will 
be laid a four inch gravel surface. 
The preliminary work on this gap 
already well under way, having been 
graded by forces of the maintenance 
department The 
stretch 
joins the 
three-fourths of a mile section of 
similar pavement laid last year.
